Shakespeare's 
Tomb Opened, 
No Data Found

CHISLEHURST, England 
UP) 


— Stonemasons pried open a 
400-year-old 
tomb today 
to 


prove 
William 
Shakespeare 


was a literary fraud but found 
nothing to damage the Bard o£ 
Avon's reputation. 


After two hours of digging 


into the St. Nicholas Church 
tomb of the Walsingham fam- 
ily, they lifted a heavy marble 
slab to reveal a few fragments 
of glazed tilo, a load of sand 
and a layer ot brick. 


They holed through the brick 


and lowered a light, revealing 
only a lead casket below. The 
government has 
decreed 
the 


casket may not be opened. 


The project was the brain- 


child 
of Calvin Hoffman, 
49- 


year-old New Yorker. He had 
hoped to find early 17th cen- 
tury documents to prove his 
theory that Christopher Mar- 
lowe, and Elizabethan poet and 
dramatist, authored the plays 
and 
poems 
attributed 
to 


Shakespeare. 


Hoffman was adamant. 
'•There are 
no bodies, 
no 


coffins, 
and 
no sarcophagus 


directly boneath the 
marble 


slab," he declared. "I intend 
to continue my researches." 


Hoffman contends that his- 


tory is wrong in saying Mar- 
lowe was., killed in a Thames 
River tavern brawl 
in 1953.

CHICAGO Wl — A specialist 


in mental diseases asserted to- 
day 
that 
.psychiatry, shock 


treatments, brain surgery and 
drugs have failed to solve the 
problem of mental illness. 


Dr. Percival Bailey, director 


of the Illinois State Psychiatric 
Institute of Chicago, lashed out 
at many modern techniques for 
treating mental states as dan- 
gerous or ineffectual. 


In a speech prepared for the 


annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Psychiatric Association Dr. 
Bailey, a former specialist in 
brain surgery, said: 


"The task of 
psychiatrists, 


it seems to me, is to get back 
in the asylums and laborator- 
ies, which they are so proud to 
have left 
behind them, 
and 


prove, by established criteria, 
that their concepts have scienti- 
fic validity."

May Day show of Russian armed 
might.

biggest annual display of aims 
and Marshal Georgi Zhukov. the 
Soviet defense minister, 
sounded 


its keynote in an address warning 
against "complacency" while "im- 
perialist circles continue the policy 
of cold war."

Zhukov said, "the peoples must 
not relax their vigilance and de- 
termination in 
the 
struggle for 


peace, against the threat of a new 
war.". 


ZhuKov's speech was regarded

Barkley Widely 
Beloved by 
Friends, Foes

WASHINGTON W) — Sen. Alben 


W. Berkley—a man of humor, bal- 
ance and kindliness—was one of 
those politicians who is widely be- 
loved in his lifetme by his political 
friends and foes alike. 


But when he said—it was t h e 


last time he sadi —that he was con- 
tent to accept a "seat in the back 
row" of political life, he was ex- 
pressing a bought that had come 
to him late in life. He was accept- 
ing a reality forced upon him by 
his age—78, 


He had wanted more than 
a 


back seat, He had been one of the 
great public servants of his time. 
He had been in Congress almost 
continuously since 1913. And he 
had a ream. Perhaps 
he 
alone 


knows how long he had it. 


He wanted the presidency. B u t 


when at last he reached out, it 
eluded him. 


Yesterday, reviewing hid career 


in an address at a student's mock 
Democratic convention at Wash- 
ington and Lee University, he re- 
ferred good-naturedly to the fact 
that he was the junior senator from 
Kentucky. 


He had been senior senator for 


years but lost seniority when 
hn 


gave up his Senate seat to be vice 
president from 1949 to 1953. When 
re-elected senator in 1953. When 
re-elected senator in 1954, he be- 
came junior to Kentucky's Sen. 
Earle C. Clements, who was elect- 
ed in 1950. 


Then — just before he dropped 


dead—Berkley said: "I am willing 
to be 
a 
junior. 
I am glad to 


sit on the back 
row, for I had 


rather be a servant in the house 
of the Lord than to sit in the seats 
of the mighty." 


That was how he felt yesterday. 


But less than fo,ur years ago, 
at 


the 1952 Democratic convention in 
Chicago, he hoped briefly his party 
might nominate him for the presi- 
dency.
